Dr. Webster has be- n a long time before the: 
jnubl c as a prominent indiv.duil in the various de¬ 
partments ol soc ety, snd a short iiot.ee of the 
principal events of Ins life caunut be unacceptable 
IO U.e public. He was born in West Hartford, in 
this State. Uctober loth, 1758. He w as a descen- 
]dant or John Webster, oue of the fir-t settlers ol 
Hart lord, who was a nienit erof the Colonial coun 
oil, from its first formation, and suusequeutjy Guv¬ 
nor of Connecticut. 

Noah Webster entered Yale College, in 1774. 
In Ids junior year, in the time of Burgoynes ex¬ 
pedition from Canada, he volunteered his services 
under the command of his father, who was Cap 
Itian in the Alarm List. In dial campaign, all ihe , 
male members of the family, fuur in number, were 1 
in the army at the same tune. Notwithstanding 
luierruptiuninhisstud.es, Mr.Webster grad¬ 
uated with high reputation tn 1778. During the 
-">iiner ol HiO. he re-tded in the fatfiny of Air 
irivards Chief Justice Eiiswortb, al Hartford, 
pv —' admitted to the bar in 1781.

His ’Sketches of American Policy,' published 
in 1784, lus writing in tavor of the adoption ol 
ihe Federal Conklituiion, in defence of Washing* 
con’s proclamation of neutrality, and of the trea- 
'y negotiated with Great Bnuin by Mr. Jay, bad 
great influence on public opinion, and were highly 
appreciated. Vuriousoilier topics during the same 
period were publicly discussed by him. In 17931 
tie commenced a daily paper iu New York, which 
is now callecHhe Commercial Adurlittr and Scic 
York Spt clator. 

Mr. Webster removed to New Haven in 1799, 
und 1807 entered the great business of bis—th 
compiling ofa new and complete Dictionary of the 

English Langusg... This work lie prosecuted u- 
undst various difficulties and discouragements, 
and published the first edition of it in 1828. In I 
the preparation ol this Dictionary .he was led to 
investigate io a great extent the subject of Ety¬ 
mology, and'tlie ielation of various .anguDges tu 
each other. This Dictionary has been more fa¬ 
vorably received limn, as is believed, the authui 
lever anticipated. His other publications are too 
Ijgunieruus to be particularly mentioned here. Dr. 

I Webster formed no opinion without investigation, 
and such opinion on any subject as appeared to 
bnn„attqr lull consideration to be cermet, lie nrv 
i r feared to express. He strongly loved hi: 
country, and was a patriot of the Waahingtoi 
school. He lived and died in the Bfitligiftlii 
Gospel. For the lost forty years of ijl life 
hough he had been long before a diligtent stu 
'dent, he devoted his time to literary pursuits, with 
an ardor rarely seen in any country, aud espec- 
His-sindy was his home; his books 
and pen his constant companions; and his knowl¬ 
edge to the last was constantly on the increase, 
when snch a man is taken fromlite, ‘much learu- 
Ingdieih with him.’ 

Dr. Webster had enjoyed remarkably vigorous 
health till within a fewr days of his death. OtT
